My Dear he. Howard: 


i regret very much the delay in replying to Mr. Carpenter's 
letter of June 21, 1949, concerning the first and gecorni interim reports 
developed in the Munitions Board on the subject “Vitel Foreign Resources 
and Facilities Available to Support a United ftetes cncustrial Mobiliza- 
tion". It had not been possible to echedule work on the project within 
this Office with a hope of 4 reesouable deadline and o: the other hand 
I had been unable until now to suggest a constructive: alternative ap- 
proach. 


This office has examined the mterial and cuncludes that to 
make an adequate review cf the report in ite present fourm would be a 
major research intelligence project of great scope. Hovever, the nature 
and magnitude of the project fit 1t into the vork of tie National Security 
Resources Board and makes it very closely related to the National Intel- 
ligence Survey which is being carried out on an interdepertsental basis 
under the coordination of the Central Intellizence Agerev. 


Tt appears that in the near future the Ci‘ 1111, under NBRB 
sponsorship, undertake to steer the development of a: interdepartmental 
plan for intelligence for economic warfmre, including robilization of 
economic resources. This plan will undoubtedly call fcr intecrated pre- 
liminary intelligence studies on mjor eubstentive problems, which {n tur: 
will probably be geared into the MIS Program. Since tie Munitions Board's 
Report would seem to fit within the fremework of both the "IS and the pre- 
dected substantive economic warfare studies of the NSAE, this Office recor 
mendes that: 


One, the Munitions Board present to the NSE a proposal thet the 
review of its recort be integrated into the zenere) work on econamic warfure 
and 


Two, through a representative of the Army, avy, of Air Force it 
Present ite project for consideration before the Yational Intelitgence 
Survey Coordinating Committee. 


In this way the project can receive proper consideration in the 
allocation of priorities for the interdepartmental eccivities throughout 
the general field of intelligence fsr ecemasic warfara.
